ANNUAL  REPORT.  I960. 

Mr.  Chairman ,  Mrs .  Roche  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Urban  District  of  Marple  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  i960. 

There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Urban 
District.  The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  i960  was  15,710 
compared  with  14,980  in  1959*  The  estimated  mid-year  population  for 
1950  was  13,010.  The  Preliminary  Report  on  the  I96I  Census  shows  the 
population  of  Marple  as  16,812. 

There  were  265  live-births  in  i960,  this  is  the  biggest  number 
for  Marple  in  any  single  year.  The  Live-birth  rate  was  16.86  per 
1,000  population.  There  were  five  infant  deaths  -  the  same  number  as 
in  195 9 ,  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  18.86  per  1,000  live- 
births.  The  table  on  Page  5  which  gives  extracts  from  the  statistics 
from  1950  shows  that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  has  remained 
remarkably  low  from  1956  onwards  and  was  much  lower  than  during  the 
preceding  five-year  period.  There  were  five  still-births  giving  a 
still-birth  rate  of  18. 51  per  1,000  live  and  still-births.  There  were 
182  deaths  from  all  causes  compared  with  218  in  1959 •  There  were  9 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  an  increase  of  1  compared 
with  1959* 

No  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  illness  occurred  and 
notifications  of  cases  were  very  few  in  number.  The  table  on  Page  6 
shows  that  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  and  for  the  third 
successive  year  there  were  no  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis.  This 
absence  of  poliomyelitis  cases  should  not  however  give  rise  to 
complacency  as  this  disease  is  still  far  from  being  conquered.  The 
number  of  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  who  have  been  protected 
against  poliomyelitis  is  fairly  satisfactory  but  the  response  from 
persons  aged  15  -  25  years  has  been  particularly  disappointing.  I 
would  once  again  appeal  to  all  those  under  the  age  of  40  years  who 
have  not  been  protected  against  poliomyelitis  to  be  vaccinated  without 
further  delay.  The  table  also  shows  that  the  number  of  cases  of 
whooping-cough  has  fallen  considerably  especially  during  the  last 
five  years.  On  the  other  hand  during  the  last  ten  years  the 
percentage  of  children  protected  against  whooping-cough  has  increased 
steadily. 

Three  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
i960,  there  were  no  new  cases  of  the  non-pulmonary  form.  There  was 
one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses. 
Following  a  Public  Enquiry  a  Clearance  Order  relating  to  nine  houses 
has  been  confirmed.  During  the  year  two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders 
made  in  1959  were  confirmed  with  slight  modifications  and  as  a  result 
33  houses  will  be  demolished. 

The  Marple  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  1  was  submitted  to  the 
Minister  for  confirmation.  The  area  contains  415  premises  at  present 
but  because  of  development  is  expected  ultimately  to  contain  655 
premises.  Two  objections  were  made  to  the  Minister  against  the  Order 
and  consequently  a  Public  Enquiry  has  been  held.  The  result  of  this 
Enquiry  is  awaited.  If  confirmed  the  Order  will  come  into  operation 
in  June,  1962. 
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During  the  year  a  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Marple  for 
three  days  and  was  housed  at  the  Clinic  Centre  in  the  Memorial  Park. 

The  response  of  the  public  was  somewhat  disappointing.  A  report  on  the 
visit  supplied  by  the  Medical  Director  and  Organising  Secretary  is 
published  as  an  appendix  to  this  Report. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
and  for  their  valuable  support  throughout  the  year.  I  should  also 
like  to  thank  Mr.  Shacklock  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  ready 
and  willing  help  at  all  times.  I  am  again  indebted  to  colleagues  in 
other  departments  for  their  continued  co-operation.

SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA, 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Examination  of  Pood,  Milk,  Water,  Ice  Cream  and 
specimens  from  patients,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Monsall  Hospital.,  Manchester  (since  5th  July,  1948). 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  and  administered  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health 
Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  A  24-hour  Ambulance  Service  is  available,  being 
provided  by  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport  on  an  agency  basis. 

Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  three  District  Nurses  in  the  area  who 
undertake  nursing  and  maternity  cases  in  the  home. 

Domestic  Help  Service.  Home  Helps  have  assisted  during  the  year  in  the 
following  cases  in  the  Marple  Urban  District.

School  Clinic .  Held  weekly  at  Marple  Child  Welfare  Centre.  The 
school  dentist  also  attends  at  the  Dental  Centre  at  the  Clinic. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation,  Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

A  special  clinic  is  held  at  the  Marple  Centre  on  the  5rd  Wednesday  in 
every  month.  Immunisation  is  also  carried  out  twice  monthly  at  the 
end  of  the  welfare  clinics  at  Marple  Bridge,  Mellor  and  High  Lane. 

In  addition  immunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general 
medical  practitioners  at  their  surgeries. 

Services  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Hospitals .  Marple  Dale  Hospital  and  The  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for 
crippled  children  are  both  situated  in  the  Urban  District.  There  is 
no  general  hospital  in  the  area.  Patients  from  this  area  are  admitted 
to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts.  Maternity  cases  requiring 
hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted  to  hospitals  outside  the  area. 
Where  necessary  infectious  disease  cases  hther  than  smallpox  are 
admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital.  Facilities  for  smallpox 
cases  are  provided  at  Ellswick  Leys  Smallpox  Hospital,  Lancashire  and 
at  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury.

The  Urban  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  Stockport 
Corporation  via  Jackson  Edge  Reservoir  and  from  Kinder,  Hayfield,  via 
Jordan  Wall  Reservoir.  Samples  from  both  supplies  have  been 
frequently  tested  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  and, 
as  shown  in  the  table  below,  have  consistently  been  of  a  high 
bacteriological  standard. 

Supplies  during  the  year  have  also  been  satisfactory  in 

quantity. 


The  Apple tree  and  Devil's  Elbow  supplies,  which  were 
discontinued  some  eight  years  ago  owing  to  pollution  are  still  not  in 
use,  but  are  held  available  in  case  of  emergency. 

Private  Supplies  are  used  at  isolated  cottages  and  farms,  and 
these  vary  considerably  in  bacteriological  quantity.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  • 


The  built-up  portion  of  the  district  is  provided  with  sewers* 
The  capacity  of  the  sewers  is  generally  adequate.  In  the  more 
scattered  districts  sewage  disposal  is  by  means  of  septic  tanks  on 
the  conservancy  system.  The  number  of  septic  tanks  continues  to 
increase  because  of  modernisation  of  older  property  formerly  without 
water  closets* 

Sewage  is  conveyed  to  the  Councils  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Low  Marple  and  Strines.  The  Council*s  Dooley  Lane  works  has  recently 
been  abandoned  and  a  trunk  sewer  has  been  laid  from  Dooley  Lane  to  the 
Bongs  Valley  Works  of  the  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall  Urban  District 
Council.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  AND  SANITARY  PAIL  COLLECTION. 


Refuse  is  collected  by  means  of  one  Dual  Tip  vehicle  with  a 
team  of  6  men  and  one  Karrier  Bantam  with  a  team  of  3  men  (including 
drivers).  The  men  are  supplied  with  bin  trucks  for  the  easy  transport 
of  dustbins  from  house  to  road,  prior  to  emptying.  They  are  also 
provided  with  protective  clothing,  including  overalls,  raincoats, 
gloves  and  goggles.  A  bonus  system  of  payment  is  operated. 

Privy  middens  situated  at  isolated  hamlets  and  farms  are 
emptied  quarterly.  The  access  to  them  is  not  suitable  for  regular 
motor  traffic. 

A  separate  collection  of  pails  is  carried  out  and  for  this 
purpose  an  iron  tank  with  sealed  doors  fitted  on  to  a  motor  vehicle  is 
used.  The  vehicle  is  manned  by  a  driver  and  mate..  The  contents 
of  the  tank  are  emptied  at  the  sewage  works. 

The  disposal  of  all  house  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  at  Beechwood  Tip,  a  low  lying  central  site  bounded  on  one  side 
by  the  River  Goyt  and  approached  from  Arkwright  Road. 

Dustbins.  A  scheme  is  operated  for  the  supply  and  maintenance  of 
dustbins  at  an  annual  charge  of  7/6d  or  alternatively  dustbins  may 
be  purchased  from  the  Council.

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS,  i960. 

The  above  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  October,  i960. 
The  effect  is  that  Dealers  Licences  other  than  those  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  will  be  issued  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Authority  instead  of  by  the  District  Councils.  Supplementary 
licences  will  be  discontinued  and  Dealers'  Licences  will  be  granted 
for  five  years  instead  of  one. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


There  are  five  licenced  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban 
District,  one  in  Marple,  one  at  Marple  Bridge,  one  at  Hawk  Green  and 
two  at  High  Lane • 

During  the  year  380  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  for 
the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  on 
account  of  tuberculosis  because  several  cattle  eliminated  from  herds  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  as  T.B.  reactors  were 
slaughtered  at  one  of  the  local  slaughterhouses.  Apart  from  this, 
condemnation  of  meat  because  of  tuberculosis  is  now  extremely  uncommon 
because  of  the  Ministry's  successful  eradication  policy

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Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 .  Section  3(i)  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 
required  local  authorities  to  review  the  existing  and  probable  future 
requirements  of  their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities.  A 
report  was  prepared  and  after  consultation  with  interested  parties  was 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  report 
stated  that  there  are  five  existing  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
all  of  which  are  expected  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958  and  that  these  slaughter¬ 
houses  would  provide  adequate  facilities  for  present  and  future 
requirements  of  the  district  as  far  as  can  be  foreseen.  The 
recommended  date  for  the  operation  of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations,  1958  is  January,  1962.  This  report  has  been  approved 
by  the  Minister. 


Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  I960. 

These  regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  November,  i960,  and 
require  that  all  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption  shall  be  sterilised 
before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse.  If  there  are  no  facilities  for 
sterilising  available,  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  meat  to  be 
removed  by  arrangement  with  an  authorised  officer  of  a  local 
authority  to  a  place  where  it  will  be  sterilised  or  destroyed. 
Satisfactory  arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  dealing  with  unfit 
meat  from  Marple  slaughterhouses.

REPORT  OP  THE  SURVEY  OP  MARPLE. 


The  last  visit  to  Marple  was  in  July/August,  1955.  On  that 
occasion  754  people  from  industry  and  1,279  members  of  the  general  public 
attended  the  Unit.  Comparison  with  the  present  figures  shows  a  decline 
in  the  number  X-rayed  of  490  and  129  respectively.  The  drop  in  the 
industrial  response  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  closing  down  of  the  Goyt 
Mill,  and  the  inclusion  of  the  Compstall  Mills  in  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley 
Report.  The  fall  in  the  general  public  response  is  not  so  easily 
explained.  On  this  occasion,  the  surveys  in  Bredbury,  Romiley, 

Compstall  and  Marple  were  carried  out  consecutively,  whereas  in  1955 > 
Marple  was  an  isolated  visit.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  some 
people  in  the  Compstall  area  may  have  attended  the  Unit  in  Romiley 
instead  of  Marple.

COMMENTS 


Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  or 
close  observation  were  found,  as  compared  with  only  one  in  1955,  and 
this  gives  an  incidence  rate  of  two  per  thousand  examined. 

Eight  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  required  observation  only 
and  there  were  a  few  other  minor  abnormalities. 

All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the 
majority  for  further  investigation  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  hospital. 
Thanks  should  be  extended  to  all  the  physicians  and  surgeons  concerned 
and  particularly  to  Dr.  E.R.  Smith  and  his  chest  team  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  in  dealing  with  the  majority  of  these  new  cases.
